SUBJECT: IRAQUI VICE PRESIDENT VISITS MADRID 
REF: USINT BAGHDAD 899 NOTAL 

1 . THE APRIL 28-30 VISIT TO SPAIN OF IRAQUI VICE PRESI- 
DENT MAAROUP WENT VERY WELL, ACCORDING TO THE POREIGN 
MINISTRY'S CHIEF FOR NORTH AFRICA AND THE MIDDLE EAST 
(CAJAL). WHILE THE TWO REGIMES ARE SOME DISTANCE APART 
BY MANY MEASURES, SAID CAJAL, IT WAS CLEAR THAT THERE 
EXISTED A ' POLITICAL WILL ’ ON THE PART OP THE GOI TO 
PACILITATE SPANISH ECONOMIC ACTIVITY INAVITH IRAQ. CAJAL 
ALSO EXPRESSED CONSIDERABLE SATISPACTION OVER THE DISMAY 
IRAQUI SUPPORT FOR THE SPANISH POSITION ON BOTH THE SAHARA 
AND THE CANARY ISLANDS (SEE BELOW) WAS LIKELY TO CAUSE IN 
ALGIERS. KING JUAN CARLOS WILL VISIT IRAQ SOON, CAJAL 
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CONPIDED, PROBABLY IN JUNE IN TANDEM WITH HIS TRIP TO 
CHINA (MADRID 1382). 

2. MIDDLE EAST. IN THE JOINT COMMUNIQUE, THE TWO SIDES 
STRESSED THE NEED FOR LIBERATION OP THE OCCUPIED TERRI- 
TORIES AND UNDERSCORED THE RIGHTS OP THE PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE (THIS IS CONSISTENT WITH THE ESTABLISHED GOS 
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POSITION). THE VIOLATION OF LEBANESE SOVEREIGNTY WAS 
CONDEMNED. ACCORDING TO CAJAL, IN DISCUSSION OF THE 
ME PROBLEM THE IRAQUIS REJECTED NOT ONLY THE SADAT-BEGIN 
CONTACT BUT ALSO THE GENEVA CONFERENCE. ASKED BY THE 
SPANISH ABOUT POSSIBLE MEANS FOR A PEACEFUL SOLUTION, THE 
IRAQUIS SPOKE SOMEWHAT VAGUELY OF THE UN, NOTING IT WAS 
THE UN WHICH HAD CREATED WHAT THEY REFERRED TO ONLY AS 
"THE ZIONIST ENTITY". THE IRAQUIS WERE OPPOSED, SAID 
CAJAL, TO RESOLUTION 242. 

3. THE MAGHREB, THE SAHARA, AND THE CANARIES. THE 
COMMUNIQUE WRAPPED THESE THEMES INTO ONE, BY WHICH THE 
SPANISH SIDE PRESENTED ITS POLICY OF "FRIENDSHIP AND 
BALANCE... IN NORTH AFRICA AND THE SPANISH DESIRE TO 
MAINTAIN THE BEST RELATIONS WITH THE COUNTRIES OF THE 
MAGHREB WITHIN MUTUAL RESPECT AND NON-INTERFERENCE IN 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS" (THE LAST PHRASE AIMED BY THE GOS AT 
ALGERIA). "THE IRAQUI DELEGATION", SAID THE COMMUNIQUE, 
"FULLY SHARES THE CRITERIA PUT FORTH BY THE SPANISH SIDE". 

IN ADDITION TO NOTING THE UNDERCUTTING EFFECT THIS HAD ON 
ALGERIA, CAJAL ALSO OPINED THAT THE SUPPORT OF IRAQ, A 
RADICAL COUNTRY (ALTHOUGH NOT A MEMBER OF THE OAU), WOULD 
BE PARTICULARLY HELPFUL ON THE CANARIES ISSUE. THE 
IRAQUIS IN FACT UNDERTOOK TO BACK THE SPANISH CAUSE WITH 
OTHER COUNTRIES. 
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4. CAJAL MAY HAVE OFFERED A CLUE REGARDING MAAROUF'S 
VALLETTA STOP WHEN HE VOLUNTEERED THAT DISCUSSIONS HERE 
HAD INCLUDED THE MALTESE PROPOSAL IN THE CSCE TO OPEN 
THAT FORUM TO ALL THE COASTAL MEDITERRANEAN STATES. 
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
